Nodes are the stars of the colourful 
graffiti, which has appeared on the 
pub on Harborough Road since 
Wednesday. 

The hashtag #MayTheHorse 
BeWithYou has been scribbled under¬ 
neath the paintings by the artists, 


whose identities so far remain a mys¬ 
tery. 

“I just saw a couple of lads putting 
some posters up on the window which 
already had the art work scribbled on 
them,” said Laurence Johnson, the 
owner of the nearby Swift Electrical 
shop. 

“Straight away I could see the charac¬ 
ters of Star Wars on them and I just 
thought it was absolutely brilliant. 

“It is a much better use of the build¬ 
ing, because at the moment it just 
looks derelict.” 

On the eye-catching mural, 
Stormtroopers are shown to be playing 
darts and a game of snooker, while bad 
guy Darth Vader appears to have taken 
on the role of bouncer.

Doing things to the letter 


Lawrence John goes behind 
the scenes with Royal Mail 
in Kettering at Christmas 


Every day houses and busi¬ 
nesses in Northampton¬ 
shire receive millions of 
cards, letters and parcels. 

If you were to measure the 
amount of mail delivered 
across the county through¬ 
out the year it would be bil¬ 
lions of items, with a huge 
proportion of this being 
delivered by Royal Mail 
during November and 
December. 

Getting the mail to our 
doorsteps is a process 
backed up by a professional 
and finely tuned machine, 
otherwise known as the 
posties of the Royal Mail. 

The Royal Mail has been 
delivering post in this 
country for 499 years - it 
started in 1516. Every day, 
every year, Royal Mail is 
delivering our internet pur¬ 
chases or delivering our 
birthday cards or now our 
Christmas cards and 
Christmas presents which 
are keeping the posties 
busy. 

To find out the impact the 


additional Christmas deliv¬ 
eries have on the system, I 
visited the sorting office in 
Kettering. 180 staff work 
out of here, including 110 
posties and 10 parcel deliv¬ 
ery men and women. 

During the Christmas 
period the office takes on 
another 10 temporary par¬ 
cel delivery staff to cope 
with demand. 

Staff at the office say they 
first notice a surge in the 
amount of parcels they 
have to deliver from 
November. This is directly 
related to internet shop¬ 
ping, which is increasing 
the demand on Royal Mail 
at this time of the year. It 
means normally there 
would be 700 tracked par¬ 
cels coming through the 
office, but in the last two 
months of the year this 
rises to 1,700. 

Manager at the Kettering 
Sorting office, Andy Catlett 
said: “Mail arrives at the 
sorting office at 2am from 
Swan Valley (based in 



Northampton and the . 
county’s main sorting 
office). The mail for the 
borough comes in 
here as does the 
mail which is 
collected in 
the post 
boxes.”

Plan looking at 
joining up forces

Northamptonshire police 
could be merged with forces 
in Leicestershire and Nott¬ 
inghamshire. 

That was the conclusion of a 
meeting of the Chief Officers 
and Police and Crime 
Commissioners from the 
three counties. 

Following months of work 
by a project team of officers 
and staff from all three forc¬ 
es, the Chief Officers and 
PCCs agreed that the ‘proof of 
concept’ work was persua¬ 
sive. 


At a meeting held last week, 
the overarching view was 
that there is a real potential 
for the creation of a single 
policing model for all three 
forces. 

As a result it was agreed a 
more detailed business case 
will now be developed to 
define what such an alliance 
could constitute, with an 
intention to introduce uni¬ 
fied leadership, a single way 
of working, uniformity in sys¬ 
tems, training, policy and 
procedures, across the three 
forces. 

PCC Adam Simmonds said: 
“We have already scoped out 


an exciting programme of 
work and activity to enable 
better value and efficiency 
and effectiveness for our 
respective communities. We 
believe for instance that we 
need to enable the public to 
engage with the police in 
ways fit for the 21st century 
and we have therefore identi¬ 
fied ‘contact management’ as 
a key and pressing area for 
early and deep collaboration 
as three forces not as indi¬ 
vidual ones. 

The first phase will look at 
early alignment across the 
contact management depart¬ 
ments by June 2017.

“I’m worried”, my grandad 
says. “What if they still hate 
us?” 

A German lew living in 
Northampton, my 79-year- 
old grandfather will always 
remain haunted by the pros¬ 
pect of stepping foot into a 
nation with such a cruel 
past. 

Never will he be able to 
forgive a country forever 
tarnished by the Nazi 
Holocaust which killed his 
own mum and dad - all in 
an attempt to wipe out an 
entire race. 

Nor will he forget the dark 
memories that would follow 
his escape via Kinder- 
transport at the age of three, 
being forced to grow up as 
an orphan in the hustle and 
bustle of London. 

But after much soul 
searching, my grandad, 
Leslie, decided to make the 
trip to his birth-place of 
Berlin with me, his grand¬ 
son, his wife Kay, my grand¬ 
ma, and daughter, Rosalind, 
my mum. 

Originally, me and my 
mum wanted to make the 
trip purely to see the 
Christmas markets. 

But despite the festivities, 
the deep and raw connec¬ 
tion our family had with the

mm? 
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city would take us to loca¬ 

tions that would become the 
highlights of our trip. Places 
that would we send us on a 
roller-coaster of emotions. 

One of those places was 
the Memorial to the 
Murdered lews of Europe. 
Never has a monument - or 
in this case, a forest of pil¬ 
lars - moved us as much as 
this did. 

This is a vast grid of 2,711 
concrete pillars, all of which 
referenced the tombstones 


of the six million lews who 

were slaughtered at the 
hands of the Nazis. 

Each and every pillar 
across the huge 4.7 acre site 
varied in height, some lift¬ 
ing off the ground by several 
centimeters, and some tow¬ 
ering over our heads at 14 
foot. 

The atmosphere was som¬ 
bre. It was so silent, you 
could a penny drop. You felt 
like you had stepped foot 
inside a cathedral.

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return to Berlin 



maze of pillars, each grow¬ 
ing taller and taller above us 
as we edged closer to the 
middle, I couldn’t help but 
feel such a strong emotion of 
sadess. With a heavy heart, I 
was beginning to under¬ 
stand even more of the scale 
of destruction caused by 
Hitler’s evil ideology. 

My grandad shed a tear at 
one moment - and without 
asking I just knew he 
would’ve been thinking 



about his mum and dad. It 
was a rare moment though. 
He has never been one to 
show his emotions, not my 
grandad - he’s too ‘tough’ for 
that! 

But that feeling of being 
trapped is something which 
would have broken his heart 
- as it was in the gas cham¬ 
ber at Auschwitz where his 
mum and dad’s lives came 
to a devastating end. 

Behind the Brandenburg 
Gate we discovered another 
monument that had a strong 
connection with the Bieber 
family - in the form of a can¬ 
dle holder Menorah, the 
largest of its kind in Europe. 

It was erected in 2013 to 
celebrate the annual occa¬ 
sion that is Hanukkah, the 


Jewish festival of lights. And 
if there was ever a monu¬ 
ment that expressed the 
changes that Berlin has seen 
since the Nazi regime, it was 
this. 

To have a Jewish monu¬ 
ment right in the centre of 
Berlin, once Hitler’s turf, 
was in my mind the 21st 
century sticking its two fin¬ 
gers up at the Nazis. The 
feeling of satisfaction while 
looking at this magnificent 
structure was something 
special. 

And when my grandad said 
‘maybe they don’t hate us 
after all?’ - that pretty much 
summed it all up.

Honda Civic R "Type 

Take a look inside... 


The Honda Civic Type R returns, 
this time with 3 I OPS beneath 
the bonnet thanks to forced 
induction. Drive goes to the 
front wheels via a six-speed 
manual ‘box, so no change there, 
but under the skin, this thing’s 
rammed with trick bits. It looks 
the real deal. 

The headline figures are unde¬ 
niably impressive. Power comes 
courtesy of a direct-injected 
turbocharged 2.0 litre VTEC 
petrol engine, which really 
delivers a solid punch of both 
power and torque. Peak power 
output is 31 OPS at 6,500rpm, 
and peak torque is 400Nm at 
2,500rpm. If you still associ¬ 
ate hot Hon das with having no 
torque, it’s time to recalibrate. 
Red-lining at 7,000rpm, the tur¬ 
bocharged four-cylinder engine 
catapults the Civic to 62mph in 
5.7 seconds, which is extremely 
brisk for a front-wheel drive 
car. As indeed is the top speed 
of 167mph. A short-throw six- 
speed manual transmission will 
satisfy the purists and the car is 
equipped with a Brembo brake 
package, with 350mm drilled 
discs up front. 

The Type R really amps up the 
otherwise slightly muted styling 
of the ninth-generation Civic. 

A new, almost completely flat 


underside sucks the car onto the 
road and the rear wing, front 
splitter and deep side skirts are 
also demonstrably functional. 

Big grilles in the bumpers direct 
cooling air to the engine and 
brakes. The lightweight 19-inch 
alloy wheels look pretty mean 
with their 34-series rubber. 

The signature colour scheme is 
Championship White, but the 
Civic’s also offered in pearl- 
escent Crystal Black, metallic 
Polished Metal, metallic Brilliant 
Sporty Blue and Milano Red. 

The cabin gets the trademark 
machined-alloy Type Rgear 
lever. High-backed sports seats 
grip the front occupants with 
a suede-effect fabric offset by 
red double stitching. The red 
highlights continue across the 
leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gearstick gaiter. 

The latest Civic Type R 
makes a whole lot of impressive 
numbers but the acid test will 
come against its most talented 
European rivals. Something tells 
us that this British-built Honda 
will manage to inveigle itself 
into its own niche and feel quite 
unlike the rest of the field, "Type 
Rs have always been something 
different, something very special 
and this one promises to be no 
different, turbo or otherwise.

Gobblers’ 
an end

A late winner from substitute Conor 
Chaplin ended the Cobblers’ run of 
seven successive wins, as they fell to 
a narrow 2-1 defeat at home to 
Portsmouth. 

Northampton had taken the lead 
through Ryan Cresswell’s first half 
header, but Gareth Evans headed in 
the equaliser before half-time. 

Chris Wilder’s side were denied 
twice late on by the woodwork, but 
Pompey tucked away their late 
chance with Chaplin’s first touch on 
the field, to close the gap on Town. 

The defeat saw the Cobblers relin¬ 
quish the top spot in League Two, 
although they are only denied the 
summit spot on goal difference. 

Portsmouth are a huge club at this 
level, and roared on by a packed away 
end they made a bright start at 
Sixfields, with an unmarked Evans 
nearly connecting with two danger¬ 
ous crosses into the area to signal his 
threat. 

But the Cobblers have threats of 
their own, and they certainly don’t 
need gifts such as the one they were 
given when Adam Webster misjudged 
a bouncing ball that allowed Richards 
to race through on goal. 

The usually clinical striker fluffed 
his lines on this occasion, shooting 
straight at Brian Murphy. 

However, the Cobblers made it 
count from the resulting corner, 
which was swung in by Joel Byrom 
for Cresswell to meet at the back post 
and nod into the top corner to the 
delight of the home fans. 

Throughout their impressive run of 
form, though, the Cobblers have still 
conceded goals - and you sensed 
they needed at least a second to 
secure a win. 

They nearly got one through a 
superb corner kick routine that 
involved an intricate passing pattern 
between a number of players, but the 
resulting cross from Adams was 


drilled across the box and evaded 
everyone, when a single touch would 
have resulted in a goal. 

Had the routine come off it would 
undoubtedly have gone viral on the 
internet, much like last week’s train¬ 
ing ground free-kick that came to 
fruition against Luton. 

Paul Cook’s side were playing some 
decent stuff of their own though, and 
they deservedly levelled things when 
Marc McNulty went on a mazy run 
that saw him produce a pinpoint 
cross for Evans at the far post. 

Evans enjoys a decent scoring 
record against the Cobblers (his sixth 
goal against them for a third different 


club) and though he still had a lot to 
do with the cross - he got a firm con¬ 
nection on his header to plant the 
ball in the top corner from a consid¬ 
erable way out. Referee Fred Graham 
waved away strong offside protests 
from the hosts. 

A noticeable increase in wind levels 
meant the second half was a largely 
sloppy affair, although the visitors 
still looked dangerous on the break 
with the pacey Lavery and McNulty. 

A succession of corners for the 
Cobblers saw O’Toole go close, before 
Cresswell thundered a header against 
the crossbar. 

One of the corners did eventually 


lead to a goal, although it turned out 
to be a late winner for the visitors 
when Evans broke on the counter 
attack and saw his cross/shot deflect 
for Chaplin, who had been on the 
pitch for a minute, to turn in from 
close range. 

There was still time for the Cobblers 
to rattle the woodwork again as 
Calvert-Lewin headed against the 
bar from Holmes’ cross, but they 
couldn’t salvage a point. 

The run had to come to an end at 
some point, and it can’t be denied 
that it was a team that will be chal¬ 
lenging them all the way at the top 
who achieved it. 


The way goal 
was conceded 
is a ‘scandal’ 
says Wilder 

Northampton boss Chris 
Wilder labelled Portsmouth’s 
late winner ‘a scandal’ - as he 
bemoaned how his players 
let the visitors net a winner 
from their own corner in the 
2-1 defeat. 

Town went into the 86th 
minute of this top-of-the- 
table encounter after a suc¬ 
cession of corners that were 
threatening a late winner to 
retain their place at the top 
of League Two. 

Instead, Portsmouth broke 
swiftly from the Cobblers 
set-piece and Gareth Evans, 
who had netted Paul Cook’s 
side’s first goal, saw his effort 
palmed by keeper Adam 
Smith into the path of Conor 
Chaplin, who tucked in from 
close range. 

Wilder said: “It’s an abso¬ 
lute scandal that they score 
from our corner, because 
he’s gone 70 yards to score a 
goal. There’s no way they 
should score from our cor¬ 
ner. 

“We haven’t organised our¬ 
selves properly, they’ve bro¬ 
ken on us. It’s not being neg¬ 
ative, but we have to play 
cautiously in that period 
without over committing. We 
would take a draw, that’s not 
being negative. They haven’t 
had to work for their goal 
and that’s really disappoint¬ 
ing.” 

Wilder also had question 
marks over Pompey’s opener 
from Evans, which had can¬ 
celled out an early Cobblers 
goal from Ryan Cresswell. 
The doubts this time, howev¬ 
er, were over whether Evans 
was offside when he netted 
the equaliser. 

Wilder said: “I turned 
around straight away and 
looked at our supporters in 
the area of the stand, and to 
a man they were all up on 
their feet. He looked offside, 
but it’s still a great ball in 
and a good finish.” 

The town boss will now 
have to ensure his players 
come back after the 
Christmas break fit and 
fighting for a long trip up to 
York City on Boxing Day.

Saints so 
close to a

Northampton Saints flanker Jamie 
Gibson believed his side came clos¬ 
est to winning the match against 
Racing 92 in the Champions Cup, 
which finished in a 9-9 draw last 
Friday night. 

In a match featuring some out¬ 
standing defence from both teams, 
the closest either came to scoring was 
after 67 minutes, when Jamie Elliott 
was somehow held up over the line 
following George Pisi’s charge down 
of Brice Dulin’s clearance. 

The Saints didn’t allow themselves 
to be bullied in the way they were in 
their 33-3 defeat in Paris the previous 
week, but couldn’t quite grind out the 
win against one of the strongest line¬ 
ups in Europe. 

Gibson said: “We got stuck in early 
doors and we felt we played more of 
the attacking rugby, especially in the 


second half, but when you’re up 
against that sort of quality you have 
to take your chances and we were 
close. 

“They’ve got good players and any 
mistakes, they’re going to jump on 
and today we really tightened up. We 
were physical from the start and 
there was no let-up for the full 80 
minutes. 

“I think you saw at the end that 
there were a couple of times where 
our defensive pressure really got into 
their heads and we had opportunities 
right at the end because of it.” 

The match also featured 20-year- 
old Paul Hill being thrust into the 
limelight when Kieran Brookes was 
forced off with a twisted knee after 
just 27 minutes. 

The young man signed from Bristol 
in the summer was penalised in a 
crucial scrum five-metres from the 
Racing line, but otherwise acquitted 
himself very well against high-cali- 
bre opposition, in what was his long¬ 
est run-out for the Saints so far.

Gibson said: “Hilly is a young player 
and he may not have the name that 
Brooksey has, but he’s come on in the 
last few weeks and he’s made a big 
difference when he’s come on to the 
pitch. 

“I suppose there’s a few young 
English tightheads making a name 
for themselves and he’s one of them. 

“He brings a lot of power and weight 
there, but he works hard, he gets the 
bah in his hands, he makes some 
good tackles around the pitch and 
you could see from some of those 
scrums at the end - against some of 
the best players in the world - he’s 
pushing them backwards.” 

Gibson’s fellow flanker Teimana 
Harrison was named man of the 
match after a terrific display where 
he was a constant menace to Racing 


at the breakdown, pilfering posses¬ 
sion on several occasions. 

The 23-year-old Kiwi has had to be 
patient in waiting for a run in the 
side, but he has grabbed his chance 
with both hands since stepping in for 
Tom Wood, who has missed the last 
three games with a shoulder injury. 

Harrison said: “I’m hoping to secure 
a spot in the Saints team and I’m just 
taking it week by week, playing my 
heart out and hopefully coming out 
with a good result. 

“It’s a bit frustrating hanging 
around, waiting for that shot - it 
might only come once a year - so I’ve 
got to take it.” 

Harrison also believes that, despite 
being second in their pool, the draw 
with Racing has put them into a good 
position to qualify when the compe¬ 


tition resumes in January 

“I think this does restore some 
pride,” he said. “We’d been saying all 
week that they’re not much better 
than us and that they had a few lucky 
bounces and they were in at the cor¬ 
ner, so the performance tonight was 
great. It’s quite disappointing obvi¬ 
ously that we didn’t get the win, but it 
puts us in a good spot. 

“I still think it’s in our own hands. 
We’ll take it week by week and give it 
a good go against Glasgow at home - 
then we’re off to the Scarlets, so we’ll 
see what happens.” 

It’s back to league action for the 
Saints on Boxing Day, as they travel 
to the Madejski Stadium to face 
London Irish, who are bottom of the 
Premiership and without a point 
from six matches.
